Prof. J. B. Moore, the Eminent 


Authority on International 
Law, Says.a Protocol .

the senate refuse to ratify thé Dominican 


treaty, the administratian still has an ave- 
nue open whereby it may obtain congres- 
sional sanction for the occupation of the 
custom houses of Santo Domingo. A joint 
resolution. which requires only a majority 
of each house instead of the two-thirds in 
the senate which is necessary to ratify, could 
be. recommended, and thus there might be 
evaded, if the president deem it advisable, 
a direct issue between the executive depart- 
ment and the senate. | 

The credit for this sugegstion belongs to 
Prof. John Bastett Moore, who is an earnest 
supporter of the right of the executive to 
make and execute certain agreements with 
foreign governments without the advice or 
consent of the senate. Prof. Moore is one of 
the leading international law authorities of 
the world, the author of an elaborate work 
on arbitration, and a former assistant secre- 
tary of state, and was secretary of the con- 
ference which negotiated, peace with Spain. 
He enjoys the implicit confidence of the 
president and of Secretary Hay. 

Justified by Many Precedents. 

Prof. Moore pointed cut today that Roose- 
-velt’s action in entering into an agreement 
with Domingo is justified by the past uni- 
form practice of the United States, and con- 
tinued: 

‘In the discussion of the senaté’s amend- 
‘ment to arbitration treaties, by which it was 
proposed to require that every agreement to 
submit anything t6 arbitration must be in 
the form of a treaty, subject to the advice 
and consent of the senate, there apparently 
his been an entire failure to distinguish 
between the different classes of questions 
that may bearbitrated.. In nocase, I believe, 
has this government submitted for arbitra- 
tion a claim against the United States except 
under a treaty, duly ratified by the senate, 
but for many years it has been the practice 
to submit to arbitration claims against for- 
eign governments, under agreements which 
were not submitted to the senate. 

“The action of the government in such 
cases rested upon an undoubted principle, 
which has been assumed and observed since 
the foundation of the government, that it 
is within the power of the president in the 
conduct of foreign intercourse with this 
country, to settle a claim of an American 
citizen against another government, at any 
rate with the claimant's consenf, without 
entering into a treaty. , If, in such a case, it 
becomes necessary or expedient to call in 


arbitrators to adjust the of settlement, 
this has been conceived to a question

cised. 

Spanish Commission an Example. 

“One of the principal Hlustrations of the 
exercise of this power is that of the Span- 
ish claims commission. which sat in Wash- 
ington for nearly fourteen years to adjust 
claims of citizens of the United States against 
Spain, growing out of the ten years’ war in 
Cuba, of 1868-1878. This tribunal sag under 
an agreement between the United States and 
Spain effected by an exchange of diplomatic 
notes, and disposed of claims amounting 
to millions of dollars. 

“ Another illustration which may be given 
is that of the Delagoa Bay railway case, 
which was arbitrated by a tribunal that sat 
in Berne, Switzerland, for nearly ten years 
under a protocol between the United States,

Jerome Delivers Eulogy of 
President, Whom He Loves 
as a Man, but Hatesas 
Politician. 


He Must Fight His Crucial Battle 
by Himself, Although the 

_, People Will Stand 
by Him, 


New York, Feb. 15.—[Special.}—There was 
“something doing” in little Hungary last 
‘night after President Roosévelt and his 
party had left. Urged by repeated calls, Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome made a vigorous speech 
in which he declared that he hated-“ Roose- 
velt the politician,” but loved ** Roosevelt 
the man.”’ He incidentally called the Uni 
States senate a “ rich man’s club.” 

“It generally has been my function to pour 
some note of discord into a gathering,” said 
Jerome. “I have a few things to say in ref- 
erence to Theodore Roosevelt that I rather 
would say to his face. I have known him for 
twenty years. In all that time I have loved 
Theodore Roosevelt the man, while I have 
hated Theodore Rooseveit the statesman and 
politician. Every time he acted as Theodore 
Roosevelt the man, the whole United States, 
except those who always have their 
ear to the ground, stood back of him. Every 
man, be he democrat or republican, when 
Theodore Roosevelt spoke from the fullness 
of his heart, followed Theodore Hoosevelit, 
and today, in the great hour of this

Face to Face with Destiny. 

| “He stands today face to face with the 
greatest trial of biscareer. His work of de- 
struction has gone by and hemust now show 
what be can do in the way of construction.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE PONTENOY

LTHOUGH the present French re- 
public has now been in existence for 
thirty-five years, yet only one of 
its presidents has completed his 
term of office. Thiers, Marshal Mac- 

Mahon, and Casimir Perier resigned before 

the expiration of their terms, finding the po- 

sition untenable. Sadi Carnot wae assassi- 
nated at Lyons, Felix Faure met with a sud- 
den death which, in spite of the gossip about 
the matter, still remains in & measure 
shrouded by kindly mystery, while Jules 
Grévy, who alone finished one seven years 
term, was driven from the chief magistracy 
soon after the beginning of his second term 
by the unsavory scandal in connection with 
the sale of the Legion.of Honor, in which his 
son-in-law, Daniel lived beneath 
his roof, was the chie or. 

President Loubet’s term expires Feb. 18 
next year—that is to say, just twelve months 
hence—and, according to law, the election of 
his successor: must in the ordinary course 
of events take place a month previously, on 
Jan. 18. 

I suppose it is hardly to call at- 
tention here to the fact that the method of 
electing a president in France is different 
from that in vogue in the United States. 
For there the president fs chosen by @ con- 
vention composed of the senate and the 
chamber of deputies, sitting together as one 
national assembly for the purpose, the ma- 
jority of the votes deciding the issue. 

This being the case, it ie of Interest to note 
that in the first week of January one-third 
of the members of the senate will be re- 
newed, having completed their nine years’ 
term. That is to say, when the presidential 
election occurs,.onm Jan. 18, there will be 
about 100 senators quite newly elected and 
who, it may be assumed, will represent the 
opinion of the electorate at that time. 
Should, on the other hand, the presidency 
become vacant by M. Loubet’s death or res- 
ignation before the end of this year, the 
senate taking part in the choice of the presi- 
dent will be composed ‘entirely of senators 
elected three years, six years, and nine years 
ago, when popular sentiment and public con- 
ditions were different to what they are today. 
From thie it will be seen how much depends 
— Loubet completing his term 


It may be added that the chamber of depu- 
ties in the ordinary course of events biings 
its existence to a close in May, 1906—that is 
to say, three months after the presidential 
election. Of course the nt could dis- 
solve the chamber of deputies during the 
course of the present year and order a new 
general election in view of the presidential 
election in January, and there are.mahy peo- 
ple who are in favor of such a step, as the 
present chamber of deputies w elected 
three years ago. But in order to Ive the 
chamber the president would be obliged to 
have the consent of the senate as now con- 
stituted, and it is a question whether this 
would he given, Under no circumstances 
will Emile Loubet be a candidate for reélec- 
tion, and he has already intimated that in 
the event of his being elected, notwithstand- 
ing his wishes, he will decline e serve. 
Lord Durham's term of office as steward of 
the Jockey club expires in April, and there 
is a great deal of interest in the sporting 
world, and also in English society, with re- 
gard to his successor. The other two stew- 
ards, Arthur James and Col. Baird, are neith- 
er of them strong men, besides being defi- 
‘cient in experience, so that at the present 
moment Lord Durham virtually rules not 
merely the Jockey club but likewise the 
British turf. For the latter is subject cither 
ditectly or indirectly to the Jockey club, 
whiich in turn vests all its executive authority 
in the triumvirate, composed of the three 
stewards, who constitute a supreme tribynal 
in all racing matters, from the decisions of 
which, no matter how arbitrary, there is no 
appeal, From this it will be seen how great 
is the power now enjoyed by Lord Durham, a 
strong, masterful man, with the highest 
sense Of honor, but with violent prejudices, 
a sharp tongue, and a short temper. Were 
Lord Stanley, the son and heir of the earl of 
Derby, not in the cabinet he would undoubt- 
edly be elected to succeed Lord Durham. 
But as his time is entirely taken up by his 
parliamentary and official duties it is prob- 
able that Lord Durham will be selected to 
succeed himself. 


Owing to Lady Jeune’s many contributions 
to American publications, there is no judge 
on the English. bench whose name is more 
widely known in this country than that of 
her husband, Sir Francis Jeune, president of 
the divorce and admiralty courts, who has 
just retired with a pension of $16,000 a year 
for life and a . §8ir Francis often 
complained that he found his work in the 
divoree court infinitely more trying than 
presiding over the court of admiralty. ‘* The 
women of the divorce court love perfumes,”’ 
Sir Francis used to declare in explanation 
of the terrible headaches by which he was 
almost invariably overtaken after hearin - 
divorce cases. ‘‘Each‘of the women who 
enters the witness box (which is quite close 
to the judge) comes into court with a dainty 
handkerchief saturated with scent, which

It would, however, be going too far to 
assert that the bad health which has con- 
pelled Sir Francis to retire has been entire- 
ly brought about by the odors of the divorce 
court. The principal cause of his breakdown 
has undoubtedly been the death in India of 
his only son, who was acting as A. D. C. to 
Lord Lamington, the governor of Bombay, 
and it Is this that renders his elevation to 
the peerage in one sense of the word pathetic, 
since he now no longer has any one to suc- 
ceed to his honors. 

Sir Francis, who is a large stockholder in 
the Charles Arthur Pearson company, now 
owning the London Standard, brought to his 
work as president of the court of admiralty 
an amount of practical experience such as 
does not often fall to the share of judges of 
that division. For while on his way to Aus- 
tralia in connection with the Tichborne case 
he was shipwrecked off the coast of Ceylon, 
underwent great hardships, and narrowly 
escaped with his life. He is the son of Bishop 
Jeune of Peterborough, from whom he in- 
herited much of his courtly manner, and his 
stepdaughter (that is to say, Lady Jeune’s 
daughter Madeleine by her former marriage 
to the Hon. Constantine Stanley) is the wife 
of St. John Brodrick, the secretary of state 
for India. 

It may be of interest to state that Sir Fran- 
cig declares that during all the fifteen 
that he has acted as president of the divorce 
court he has never had a more extraordinary 
case come before him than that of the pres- 
ent marquis and marchioness of Anglesey. 
Another point which Sir Francis is never 
tired of making is that the aristocracy of 
England, contrary to general impression, 
furnishes a small proportion of the divorce 
cases that come before the courts. The vast 
majority are provided by the upper and lower 
middle classes, and owing to the fact that 
they are commonplace and uninteresting 
they do not receive much attention by the 
daily press. It is only when a matrimonia} 
suit between titled people comes up that ex- 
tensive notices are given by the newspapers, 
which often devote columns to the testimony, 
and the natural result is that an erroneous 
impression is created to the effect that the 
aristocracy is éxceptionally profligate and 
infinitely less well behaved than the middle 
classes and masses.

Richelieu to Count Gabriel de la Rochefou- 
cauld in the chapel of the Sorbonne, which 
owes its creation to the great Cardinal de 
Richelieu, and where his head is preserved, 
serves to call attention to the fact that the

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


Twelve Hours of Parsifal. 
“ Parsifal held possession of the Hlinois 
theater yesterday for twelve hours. . The 
matinée began at 11 o’clock in the morning, 
was finished at 4, the evening performance 
commenced at 65:30, and the final curtain 
closed at 10:50. The orchestra, the chorus, 
the singers of the minor roles, the employés 
.of the theater, and Mr. Lind, who is the in- 
terpreter of Klingsor, had in truth a long 
day’s service in the cause of Wagnerian art. 
The public was: faithful also, an audience of 
good size being present at the matinée, and 
one of fair proportions following with clore 
attention the evening performance. 
At the matinée the cast was the same 
on the opening night, and Mr. Rothwell was 
‘In the conductor’s chair. In the evening the 
akernate cast appeared, Mr. Grim being the 
leader. It is generally expected that the 
so-called “‘ gecond cast’ wil prove inferior 
to the first, but last evening brought disap- 
pointment to any such expectations. The 
cast was fully the equal of that heard Mon- 
day night, and the performance was in cer- 
tain respects superior to the one first of- 
fered. The chief improvement was in the 
orchestra. Mr. Grim evidently is not so fond 
of the present day Baireuth slow tempos as is 
Mr. Rothwell, and the result was a perform- 
ance finely shaded and carefully colored, yet’ 
moving with more of spirit and briskness 
than were present the opening night. The 
first act played in some ten minutes less time 
than that under Mr. Rothwell, and the last 
two acts were correspondingly quickened. 
The result was a distinct gain in the power’ 
and impressiveness of the representation. 
There was never any lack of dignity, but 
there was an avoidance of dragginess, and 
this is an achievement keenly to be destred 
in Wagner. 
As regards the principals, they, too, suf- 
fered in nowise by comparison with those of 
the “ firat’’ cast. The Gurnemanz of Ottley 
Cranston and the Amfortas of + ranz Kgenieff 
‘proved even better vocally than were those 
of Mr. Griswoid and Mr. Bischoff, excellent 
though these latter be. Mr. Cranston’'s voice 
is « bass beautifully lyric and yet finely 
sonorous in quality, and his control of its 
higher tones is such that he is able to sing 
afl the music of the part with finish, ease, 
and smoothness. His acting, too, shows him 
to be not only gifted histrionically but intel- 
ligent as well. The contrast between the 
sturdy old knight of the first act and the aged 
hermit of the last was skillfully drawn and 
made the character one of admirable sym- 
metry and completeness. It was an achieve- 
ment of which any Operatic artist might well 
be proud. 
Mr. Egenieff in the ungrateful réle of Am- 
fortas also showed himself a singer of high 
gifts and an actor of keen intelligence. Hie 
voice is a.baritone of uncommon beauty, ex- 
cellently schooled throughout, and he suc- 
ceeded in making the long lamentation of the 
wounded king vocally interesting and almost 
attractive, and dramatically convincing. His 
enactment of the réle discovered a number of 
suggestive shadings and details which told of 
serious thought and careful study. Especia)- 
ly admirable with him as with Mr. Cranston 
te 
In Mr. Maclennan wes made the acquaint- 
ance of @ young tenor whose present work 
contains much that is meritorious, and whose 
future would seem to be of rare promise. His 
voice is clear and résonant, powerful yet 
warm and sympathetic. And he uses it ad- 
mirably, the tone production being free and 
exact. His handling of the dramatic music 
of the second act was deserving of only the 
sincerest commendation, and in appearance 
and action he wae a virtuaHy ideal Parstai.

TIRESOME TO THOSE WHO KNOW 


TALK OF “UPLIFTING” NEGROES 


Blacks Injured by Doctrinaires Who 


Affair s. Regardless of Fact Thousands Do Not Want to Bs In. od . 


Continually Bother with Other Daa. | 


Washington, .D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special. }—To 
those who understand the actual conditions 
at the south this eternal agitation about the 
negro is tiresome. Every northern politician 
who wants to concentrate attention upon 
himself; every professional philanthropist 
with an incurable appetite for other people's 
affairs; every doctrinaire with a social 
prophylactic he doesn’t dare to exploit at 
home—all these and more are busy with the 
downtrodden negro. 

They all want to uplift and improve the 
colored brother, and each has a prescrip- 
tion of his own @evice. It never occurs to 
these doubtless worthy persons that they 
could do the negro no greater injury than 
by this persistent segregation of his race— 
this putting him apart In a class without 
) reference to individual merit or standing or 
character—the establishment of this sharp 
line of definition, with its perpetual reminder 
to both races that they are essentially and 
therefore hopelessly distinct. 


Negroes Are of Many Kinds. 

It never seems to dawn upon the busybody 
mind that there are as many varieties of 
negroes as of whites—good and bad, virtuous 
‘and degraded, energetic and worthless, self- 
respecting and contemptible, prosperous and 
forlorn. It is so much easier to ignore facts 
of importance and to swell the parrot cry, 
“ The negro must be uplifted.”” All’southern 
men, however, know that there are thousands 
of negroes who do not want to be improved, 
as if they were vegetables or cattle or poul- 
try; who are getting on very well in their own 
way, and object emphatically to exaltation 
by wholesale. 

Nobody considers the Irish, the French, 
the Germans, or any other of the Aryan sub- 
divisions en masse.. In approaching them 
with measures of philanthropy and altruism 
we talk about ‘‘the poor.” or “ the ignorant,” 
or “the afflicted,” or “the victimes of the 
slums." Wedo not beat a drum and declare 
from platforms and rostrums that we are 
about to rescue the Teutonic or the Slavonic 
orgome other race, as the case May be. They 

uld resent it. 

We take these offensive liberties with the 
negroes, however, and they are so accus- 
tomed to exploitation that they submit. 
Some of them thrive on ft. Their self-ap- 
pointed leaders and exponents prosper on the 
so-called race issue, and the white philan- 
thropists of the north, who are more pro- 
foundly ignorant and unsympathetic in con- 
nection with the negro than any human lan- 
guage can describe, never harbor a doubt as 
te the usefulness of their propaganda or the 
wisdom of their methods. Between the two 
forces the respectable negroes, who are in 
overwhelmihg majority, are cruelly misrep- 
resented. 


_ Prosperous Blacks in Mississippi. 
A few days ago the representativein con- 
gress of one of the Mississippi districts made 
a statement which was thus condensed in a 
New York newspaper: 
Mr. Humphrey's district has fewer whites 
in proportion to negroes than any other sec- 
tion of the south. In one town the negroes 
fill all the offices and have a bank which 
pays a dividend of 17 per cent. In Green- 
ville almost every negro owns his home. The 
negroes have their own newspapers, physi- 
cians, druggists, booksellers, and mechanics. 
Negroes who own their farms furnish the 
bank depositors and support the newspa- 
pers.” 
Of course, similar conditions exist in. cer- 
tain localities all over the, sduth, from tha 
Potomac to the Rio Grande. Equally, of 
course, the thousands of negroes thus situ- 
ated do not want vagrant philanthropists 
preaching to them, uplifting them, or in anv 
other way afflicting them with impertinent 


interference. 


But they are inured to molestation in the 
name of altruism. Whether in slavery or in 
freedom, they have been the defenseless 
subjeets of more or less maudlin experimen: 
and have taught themselves to bear it with 
patient stoicism. Some day, perhaps, the 
busybodies will drop them, as 4 race question 
at least, and then, when crime and misery 
and want are classified without reference to 
the complexion of the victims, and when 
virtue, industry, worth, and character find 
recognition in the person of the individual, 
the negro will be free at last—free to cross

“ Both the domestic and foreign corpora- 
tion laws need amendment,” says the report, 
“and a slight amendment to them will pre- 
vent many abuses.” 


Make Misleading Statements. 

“ Under the general domestic incorporation 
law, a corporation may be formed for any 
lawful purpose, cxcept banking, insurance, 
real estate, brokerage, and operation of rail- 
roads (the railroad incorporation act is' a 
separate act), and the business of loaning 
money. There is no particular formula pre- 


corporation; and that class of corporations 
which desire to do an illegitimate business, in 
stating their object in many instances use 
terms intended to cover the real object of 
the business rather than clearly to state 
them, and often make such a statement of the 
object as to mislead the secretary's office a: 
to what business they really intend to follow. 

“The law should be amended so as to re- 
quire a report of the commissioners appointed 
to organize a corporation, in the report to 
the secretary of state, to state under oath 
the amount of capital stock actually paid in 
to said corporation, and by whom contrib- 
uted. Property values should be stated un- 


der oath. 

“It also should be stated what disposition 
the incorporator’ intend to make of any stock 
subscribed for and not paid in at the time of 
organization, and in each annual report of 
guch corporation after organization they 
should be required to make a financial state- 
ment showing the amount of capital paid in, 
and the assets of the corporation and its 
liabilities, in addition to what the law al- 
ready requires such annual report to con- 


tain. 
Too Easy with Outsiders. 

“Poreign corporations, under the present 
law, are admitted to the state upon easy 
terms, and there virtually is no requirement 
for such corporations other than that they 
shall limit the exercise of their powers to 
‘such objects as are permitted to corporations 
of this state and shall observe the laws of 
this state. 

“Such corporations should be required to 
state in their application for admission the 
amount of their capital stock, the amount of 
capital paid in, of what the property of such 
corporation consists, the chafacter of the 
business such corporation intends to trans- 
act in the state, the proportion of capital 
stock represented by property located in and 
business transacted in the state, and what 
proportion of the business is to be transacted 
elsewhere, and at what place such business 
is to be ts

’ “ Because the legislature presumes to ex- 
ercise a natural function of government by 
legislating for the welfare and protection 
of tndustries within the borders of’the state 
against the oppression of all monopolies; and 
because the legislature proposes to try the 
experiment of a-public oil refinery, as a 
means of preserving and making profitable 
the oil industry, the general manager of the 
Standard Oil company has declared a boy- 
cott upon Kansas oll, and one of his sub- 
ordinates has insulted our people by express-

New Game for Kansas. 

“ This may have been an old game through 
Pennsylvania, but ft was a new one for Kan- 
sas. The people had been*sencouraged to 
spend their money sinking wells and develop- 
ing the. territory. When the development 
had reached its limit the Standard Of] com- 
pany put dowh the price, and as there was 


was no market for the product. 

“At this stage of the transaction,” con- 
tinued the Kansas statesman, “ a bill was in- 
troduced into the législature providing for a 
state refinery as the only way for making 
a@ market for crude oil. While this bill was 
pending, and in order to prevent its passage, 
the Standard Oil company resorted to tactics 
which were disreputable and illegal.

Thayer Says President Alene Will 
Uphold Monroe Doctrine—Butler In- 
sists Nation Should Get Rid of Phil-

Wasbington, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special.]—In

The defense of the Philippines played an 
important part in the discussion, while the 
events of the war in the far east from a naval 
point of view were given prominence by the 
ddvocates of an increased navy. 

“Gone Mad Over Militarism.”’ 

Mr. Beall of Texas, in opposing |! up- 
propriations for the army and navy, de- 
clared the United States had “gone mad 
over the spirit of militarism,” which was 
* gapping the substance of the people.” 

Mr. Beall referred to the president's speech 
in New York Monday night in which it was 
maintaine® that while the United States 
should cultivate friendly relations with other 
people and talk pleasantly to them the up- 
buliding of the navy must go on. 
never was a nation that played the bully 
among other nations of the world, Mr. Beall 
remarked, when there was not some other 
power ready to e in a death struggle 
with it, and he eG, * history will re- 
péat itself with us.”’ 

The principle of uphoWing the Monroe doc- 
trime through battleships was declared by 
Mr. Thayer of Massachusetts to be unnec- 
essary, “‘ since,”’ he said, “‘ we are protect- 
ing it by the dictum of the gentleman at the 
other end of the avenue (President Roose- 
velt) who does not require any battleships 
or law whatever to back him up.” 


Butler Wants to Drop Philippines. | 


Mr. Butler of Pennsylvania upheld the pro- 
posed increase in the number of battleships, 
saying until all selfishness has disappeared 
men would strike and countries would strike. 

Mr. Butler elicited democratic applause 
when he said he hoped there would be found 
some honorable way to get rid of the Philip- 
pines. He advised this government to keep 
watch of Japan. He said that while “ we 
now are friendly and loving to each other 
and agreeing.” the war with Russia would be 
over some day and then it would be discov- 
ered “‘that the fighting man of the earth 
lives in the island of Japan, five days from 
the Philippines and thirty-five days from the 
United States.”

A few drops of spirits of camphor taken on 
sugar every three or four hours will usually 
check a cold.

WHITE SAUCE.—One tablespoon 


one tablespéon flour, one cup milk; salt an 
white pepper to taste, melt the butter in a

small granite or porcelain lined saucepan. 


Stir in the flour, ‘taking care that this does 
not brown. When the mixture begins to 
bubble pour in the milk (it ie better to have 
this warm), and stir untilit thickens. Should 
it be too stiff add a little more milk. Season 
just aw you take from the fire. 

BECHAMEL SAUCE. (for meat)—One 
tablespoon butter, one tablespoon flour, half 
pint well seasoned and strained white stock 
from boiled veal or chicken; one gill cream. 
Cook butter and flour together, as in making 
white sauce. When they thicken well add 
the cream and take at once from the fire. 

BECHAMEL SAUCE (for fish).—Make in 
the same manner as the foregoing, substitut- 
ing for the half pint of white stock the same 
amount of fish stock, made by putting the 
bones and trimmings of a fish with a bunch 
of sweet herbs, salt, pepper, a slice of onion, 
and one carrot in one quart water, and.boil- 
ing this down to half pint. Add the gill of 
cream to this also. 

OYSTER SAUCH.—One tablespoon butter, 
one tablespoon flour, one gill oyster Hquor, 
one gill rich milk or cream, one dozen small 
oysters, half teaspoon lemon juice, Heat 
the oyster liquor to boiling; and cook the 
oysters in it about three minutes, till they 
begin to plump. Take them out, steam the 
liquor, put it with the milk, and pour both 
upon the butter and flour when they have 
reached the bubbling point in the saucepan. 
Stir all until thick and then drop in the 
cooked oysters, each cut in three pieces. 
‘Take from the fire at once, and add season- 
ing and lemon juice. This is good with boiled 
or baked fish or boiled fowl. 

LOUBISE SAUCE.—To a cup of white 
sauce add two medium sized onions, which 
have previously been boiled tender and 
chopped fine. Good with mutton boiled or 


roasted. 

BROWN SAUCE.—One tablespoon flour, 
one tablespoon butter, half pint’ highly 
seasoned brown stock. Cook the butter and 
flour together in a sauce pan until they area 
light brown, stirring constantly. Add to 
them the stock and stir until it thickens. 
This sauce to some tastes is improved by the 
addition of a teaspoon of Worcestershire 
sauce or walnut catsup. If the flour is burned 
before cooking it will expedite the process 
of making the sauce. 

BUTTER SAUCE.—Make as directed for 
white sauce, substituting boiling water for
